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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Paragraph 1 states receiving a message on a 
first port and receiving a message on a second port. Paragraph 2 states // 
receiving on a first port select first security format and to select a second security 
format //receiving on a second port. 

It is unclear if the applicant intended that a message must be received both on the 
first and second ports, or whether the applicant intended the message to arrive on 
one port or the other. The examiner is interpreting the claim as being one or the 
other. 

Claims 2, and 3 are rejected due to their dependence on claim 1. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted 
on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant 
for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall 
have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the 
international application designated the United States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such 
treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Gast US 
2003/0046532. 

As per claims 1, 9, and 15, Gast teaches a security format conversion including 
from SSL or WTLS, [0024], [0030]. Gast teaches that the port may indicate the 
format of the data, [0024]. It is well known in the art that both SSL and WTLS 
formats contain client hello messages. Gast teaches a network interface and a 
server to receive converted data, [0022], [0035]. 

As per clams 2, 10, and 16 Gast teaches basing security format based on first 
message, [0024]. 

As per claim 3, and 17 Gast teaches the network is the internet [0013]. Gast 
teaches the selection system within a single network device, [0022]. Gast teaches 
converting to plain data [0026]. 

As per claim 4, Gast teaches a plurality of security formats may be used, [0034]. 

As per claim 8, Gast teaches that the security format may be from a WTLS 
format, or an SSL format after receiving indications from the network, [0024], 
[0030]. 

As per claim 1 1, Gast teaches listening to ports to select security conversion 
format [0024]. 
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As per claim 12, Gast teaches converting from wireless, or wired devices, [0024], 
[0030]. 

As per claim 13, Gast teaches that a conversion may be from a WTLS format to 
plain data [0030]. 

As per claim 14, Gast teaches listening to ports for data conversion, [0024].
